He 
backed up this statement by a refer- 
ence to the eviderice of the physicians, 
that an examination of the girl re- 
vealed indubitable signs that such is the 
case. He held that the suffering and 
trouble entailed upon Ramsey was not 
justified by the evidence. e did not 
believe that the testimony 
of the girl is borne out by 
the surrounding circumstances. The 
counsel referred to the flight: of Paul 
Pushman since the first trial, and after 
he had been served with a subpcena to 
attend as a witness. A careful sifting 
of the evidence, he concluded, made it 
inherently improbable that Ramse 
took the little girl into his room, whic 
was close to the street, and did what is 
charged. 

Mr. McComas in reply argued that 
the defendant alone supported the de- 
fendant. Outside of his denial of 
guilt, he claimed the evidence was all 
against him. He was ee con- 
vinced that Ramsey is guilty. It did 
not make any difference in this case, 
he thought, whether the little girl had 
been formerly outraged or not. 

_A novel point was brought up by an 
instruction asked fer by Mr. Payton.

ceded it in anycityinthe world. It wil:

Lyman alone represented to the Sec- 
retary of the Interior that the Census 
Bureau ‘ought properly to come under 
the civil service law and that the com- 
mission is prepared to make arr.

AGRICULTURAL EDUCATION. 


The officer in charge of the work at 
experimental stations, established by 
the Agricultural Department, is pre- 
paring a-bulletin, which will be pub- 
lished this year, giving 4 history of 
the department, its present organiza- 
tion, and a sketch of the progress ot 
education in agricultural colleges and 
schools. It is acknowledged that the 
purpose for which agricultural colleges 
were established in the several States, 
and tu which the Government con- 
tributed by liberal grants.of land and 
money, has not been realized. This is 
is what a recent Washington dispatch, 
says about these colleges: 

The colleges do not educate men for the 
farm, but for professions, and the tendency 
of their teachings has been to draw young 
men from farms instead of fitting for work 
on them. 
too expensive for the average farmer’s son 
to undertake, and in most cases also the ex- 
penses are too great for the average farmer’s 
son to meet. - The consequence is that the 
class for whom the colleges were assigned 
have receivet almost absolutely no benefit 
from their ex stence. 

The bulletin will strongly recom- 
mend the extension of a system of 
practical agricultural schools, which 
has been tried in Minnesota and other 
States. Secretary Rusk is also deeply 
interested’ in the establishment of 
short winter courses of lectures to 
young men on farms, upon topics re- 
lated to the success and conduct of 
their. labors.

After the severe engagement of 
May 14, 1863, while Grant was still at 
Jackson, Miss., he was informed that 
Gen. Johnston had ordered Geh. Pem- 
berton to strike him in his rear. Per- 
ceiving his danger, and in order to 
anticipate the junction of the two 
Confederate armies, Grant made haste 
to attack Pemberton before he could. 
retreat. The Confederates, 25,000 
strong, were encountered at Champion 
Hills, and the advance division of 
Grant’s force attacked Pemberton at 
11 o’clock on. the 16th of May. Al- 
though the Federals were driven back > 
after an hour and a half’s on 
they were quickly reinforce 
again pressed forward. Severe fight- 
ing continued till 5 o’clock, when

WILLIAM H. SEWARD. 

On May 16, 1801, at Florida, N. Y., ° 
was born the man who, but for the 
opposition of Horace Greeley and 
Tburlow Weed in the Republican Na- 
tional Convention of 1860, would have 
been elected President of the United 
States instead of Abraham Lincoln. 
William H. Sewargd graduated from 
Union th ake and taught school in 
the South ere familiarity with the 
peculiar institutions did not give him 
a favorable opinion of slavery. He 
early became a political leader, .and 
the anti-Mason party elected him to 
the New York State Senate in 18380. 
In 1834 he was the defeated Whig can- 
didate for Governor, to which office 
a he was elected in 1838 and 
1840. In 1845 Seward created a sensa- 
tion by his gratuitous defense of Will- 
iam Freeman, a negro, whom he be- 
lieved to be insane. Favoring the
